Becoming the leader of any organization is generally 
a happy occasion — a time of joy, excitement, and 
anticipation. Sadly, it is a time that came too soon. It was 
with shock and dismay that we received word that AIS 
President Dr. Roy Epperson died at his home on January 
21st, 2010. Roy was active in the AIS for many years 
and we will miss his energy and guidance greatly. We’ve 
received condolences from throughout the country and 
around the world. There is a detailed memorial in this 
issue in which some of those messages are shared. 

I know that there was much more that Roy wanted 
to see accomplished during this year, his last term as 
president. Now it is my responsibility to carry out 
his wishes and ensure that what was started will be 
completed successfully — one that I don’t take lightly. 

During Roy’s presidency The American Iris Society 
began a transformation to better meet the needs of its 
members and the gardening public in general. As the new 
president of the AIS, I intend for the society to continue in 
that direction. In order to best serve our constituency, the 
AIS must evolve in the way we present information and the 
services we provide. Providing information electronically 
is key to our ability to attract and communicate with our 
members and the general gardening public. On my agenda 
is exploring ways in which the А15 can continue to improve 
and implement programs and services to its affiliate clubs 
that help them attract members and encourage gardening 
enthusiasts to incorporate irises into their gardens and 
landscaping. Your ideas in this regard are welcome. 

As Roy reported in his message in the January 
Bulletin, 2009 was an unfortunate year for the 
Exhibitions program. I am pleased to report that in 
mid-February we were able to obtain all of the materials 
from the 2009 Exhibitions Chair, including all of last 
year's show reports. These reports are being compiled 
for publication in the July Bulletin and medals and show 
certificates have been mailed to all affiliates who had not 
received them. With our new Exhibitions Committee 
Team in place, I am confident that this year everything 
is back on track and all requests for show approvals and 
show supplies will be responded to promptly. 
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In mid-February, Kitty Loberg notified me 
that she would be unable to chair this year's 
AIS Photo Contest. She is to be commended 
for her work in administering and managing 
this contest since its inception. Janet Smith has 
agreed to be responsible for this year's contest. 
Janet is currently the AIS Photo Coordinator and chairs 
the committee for Iris Program Resources (Slides and 
Digital). With her vast experience and proven track record 
dealing with photographic media (both print and digital), 
she was a logical choice to handle the 2010 contest. This 
year, in addition to submitting prints, you will also be able 
to submit digital photos. A contest entry form is included 
in this issue and is also available on the AIS website. 

Excellent progress is being made on two of the 
key elements that will be the cornerstones of our more 
robust presence in this electronic age: the redesign of 
the AIS website and the Iris Wiki. 

The website team, headed by the Electronic Services 
& Website chair John Jones spent the better part of a year 
garnering ideas fromavariety of sources and has synthesized 
them into a new look. The new design incorporates a new 
navigation architecture that will make it easier to find what 
you are looking for and keeps the website more up-to- 
date by eliminating redundant information. Sections have 
been added that will have information on the different 
iris classifications and growing recommendations. 
Additionally, many more pictures of irises will be available 
in on-screen slide shows such as a presentation of all the 
Dykes Medal winners. Hopefully the new and improved 
website will be online by this year’s convention. 

The Iris Wiki, an online encyclopedia of iris, currently 
has 10,000 pages, one per cultivar or species. According 
to Public Relations & Marketing Chair Bob Pries, who 1s 
spearheading this project, it is believed that there are 80,000 
names of iris of which at least 30,000 are extinct. This means 
that the wiki has approximately 20% of the names that might 
be encountered in gardens. Ninety percent of the iris species 
recognized by the BIS Species Guide now have pages. In 
addition to contributors from the United States, there are 
also contributors from Turkey, Sweden, Latvia, France, 
Netherlands, and Germany. The ultimate goal is to have the 
AIS Iris Wiki be the place to go for iris information on the 
Internet. Hopefully, the wiki will be on the AIS website by 
mid-summer. If you are interested in participating in this 
monumental project by becoming a docent or contributing 
pictures, contact robertpries@embarqmail.com. 

As we move forward, Roy’s spirit will be with 
us. I hope to see many of you in June at this year’s 
convention in Madison.

INMEMORIUM 


Dr. Edward Roy Epperson 


WE BELIEVE THE NEWS THAT AIS PRESIDENT DR. ROY 
EPPERSON DIED ON THURSDAY, JANUARY 21, 2010 
CAME AS A COMPLETE AND SHOCKING SURPRISE TO 
THE OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE AMERICAN IRIS 
SOCIETY. He meant so much to so many irisarians and 
served in so many capacities nationally, regionally and 
locally that his loss leaves a void that will require much 
effort by many to try to fill. Whether the role was 
president, iris judge, instructor, professor, committee 
chairman or organizer, Roy excelled. While researching 
his biography and the High Point University website, 
we were overwhelmed by his list of accomplishments. 

Dr. Epperson was married to Virginia Albert 
Epperson on August 19, 1960. His wife preceded him 
in death in 1996. They were both on the faculty at 
Elon College from 1957-1966, where Dr. Epperson 
was an assistant professor of chemistry. He loved and 
grew Don Spoon’s TB cultivar ‘My Ginny’ because 
it was his late wife’s name. He was invited to and 
judged at the 2005 FRANCIRIS event in France at 
TECOMAH (l'Ecole de Environment et du Cadre 
de Vie) where he was elected president of the jury of 
international judges. Roy wrote a fascinating account 
of this experience in the January 2006 AIS Bulletin. 
Then in 2007 he was a judge at the 51* Concorso 
Internazionale Dell’Iris in Florence, Italy. As busy as 
Roy was in irises, he was even busier in his profession at 
High Point University. Combining the two, together 
with his church commitments, Roy knew how to get 
things done. 

Dr. Epperson received his BS Chemistry from 
Millsaps College in 1954, his MA in Inorganic

Chemistry at UNC-Chapel Hill in 1957, and his PhD 
degree in Inorganic Chemistry from the University of 
the Pacific in 1965. In 1966 he began his tenure at 
High Point College in High Point, NC. For nearly 
a half-century Roy served the college in various 
positions including professor of chemistry, chairman 
of the Physical Science Department, associate dean of 
the university, and dean for Administrative Affairs. 
At the time of the College’s transition to University 
status, he assumed the position of vice president 
of Administrative Affairs. In 2001 he was named 
Emeritus Professor of Chemistry and became the 
Director of Special Projects. He was well-known and 
well-respected in the entire region for his expertise 
in higher education accreditation. Dr. Epperson was 
most proud of his role in the transformation of the 
campus as he managed major construction such as the 
University Center, the Wilson School of Commerce 
and the School of Communication. 

Other professional and community activities 
included past membership on the Westchester Academy 
Board of Trustees, High Point Advisory Council of 
United Services for Older Adults, Community Advisor 
fortheJunior Leagueand Theatre Advisory Commission 
for the High Point University, as well as the North 
Carolina Association of Institutional Research. Roy 
was also serving as a member of the Board of Directors 
of Senior Resources of Guilford (Secretary), High 
Point Community Concert Association (President), 
Institutional Review Board for High Point Regional 
Hospital, Christ United Methodist Church (church 


school teacher and Administrative Board, Finance 


Committee, Trustees, Staff Parish Relations, and 
Council on Ministries), Board of Directors of Hospice 
of the Piedmont (past-President and was currently 
serving as the Finance Committee Chairman), Trustee 
of the Endowment Committee for the Hospice of 
Piedmont, Inc., Board of Directors for the High Point 
Area Arts Council (past-Chairman and was currently 
serving as Secretary), and served as the Chairman of 
the United Arts Fund Drive for 2009. His community 
service was stunning and he was recognized with 
numerous awards. 

Roy was happiest working in his garden, with 
a particular love of irises and hostas. At his death, 
in addition to being the AIS president, he was also 
president of the Society of Siberian Irises, editor of the 
Handbook for Judges and Show Officials and of the 


Annual Checklist of Siberian Irises. He was a driving 


died while serving AIS. We remember the sadness that 
prevailed when Ruth Simmons died in April 1999 while 
AIS secretary. Jim McWhirter, AIS director, died the 
week after the 1995 Convention in York, PA. At least 
one other director that we know of, Bertrand H. Farr, 
died in office in 1924. Earlier officers who died while in 
office were our very first AIS treasurer Frank Presby in 
1924, our second treasurer Arthur H. Scott in 1927, and 
editor J. Arthur Nelson on Christmas day in 1973. 

Dr. Edward Roy Epperson is survived by four sisters; 
Bonnie Kelly of Clinton, MS, Eunice Faulk of Hernando, 
MS, Mary Helen Woodruff of Oxford, MS and Janice 
Barham of West Point, MS; two brothers, Bill Nanney 
of Phoenix, AZ and R. C. Nanney of Bartlett, TN; two 
daughters, Sandra Epperson of Southern Pines, NC and 
Melanie Cramer and her husband Scott of Norfolk, VA;

The latter was part of the 
environment when The American 
Iris Society was founded in 1920. 
The beauty of Iris and their care 
must have been one relief from some 
of the insanity of the times.

Editor’s Message Response 


Change in the Air?

The Hubble Space Telescope is a great example 
of U.S. space exploration achievement. Orbiting high 
above the earth’s atmosphere, its bird’s eye view into 
the stars has given scientists important clues into 
the very origins of the Universe. But machines, like 
humans, don’t stay healthy forever. With the rigors 
of space travel impacting its delicate instrumentation, 
Hubble seemed head for certain oblivion without 
prompt attention. 

NASA had a difficult decision to make. Still 
smarting from the implications of the Columbia Space 
Shuttle disaster, space agency brass was reluctant to risk 
astronaut and spacecraft safety on a highly complex 
repair mission. The stakes were high. No action meant 
no “eye in the sky” for years or maybe never again. 
Momentum for future discoveries and astronomical 
investigation could be dealt a lethal blow. 

After much debate and public comment, NASA 
committed the necessary resources to pursue a 
repair mission. Astronauts trained in water tanks to 
simulate conditions in space. The endless rehearsal of 
planned tasks on the ground paid huge dividends as 
the eventual flight unfolded. Unseen obstacles still 
materialized. Engineers or the astronauts luckily 
found solutions for each encountered problem. 
Hubble found new life. Its latest images and data 
are once again captivating scientists and the adoring 
public. Money and effort well spent. 

Author Caroline Myss writes in Defy Gravity, 
"Everything about our lives is changing at light 
speed now, changing so fast that the world we wake 
up in is significantly different from the world we 
go to sleep in each evening. People are rising in the 
morning as millionaires, for example, and going to 
bed as paupers. Many people who never thought 
they would have to confront being homeless now 
find themselves in exactly that crisis. Today such 
mind-blowing problems are not rare." 

Technology is consistently changing daily 
living habits. New electronic gadgets continue to 
revolutionize our ability to communicate and find 
relevant information. We are forced to instantly 


embrace each advance or beleft behind. The downside 
to this marvelous innovation is the loss of hands-on 
experience. "Just do it" may be a great advertising 
slogan for Nike and Tiger Woods, but information 
alone cannot replace the intimate contact needed to 
create and care for the plants in our gardens. 

AIS Editor Kelly Norris is living this change first 
hand. As a graduate student, he sees the clash of past 
norms with the current technology revolution. The 
American Iris Society is fortunate to have his voice. 
Succeeding generations are losing the intimacy of 
"doing." As local, regional and national membership 
continues to wane, new vehicles will have to be found 
to capture the imagination of the general public to 
cultivate and enjoy our favorite garden plants. The 
competition for free time and energies will be fierce. If 
however there is a will, then we will have to find a way! 

Remedies can materialize in many colors and 
flavors. Everything should be on the table. If one 
idea doesn’t pan out, the experience will help guide 
the next suggestion. AIS cannot afford to slip back 
into old operational habits for safety’s sake. The 
road ahead may be unclear. Answers do appear with 
persistence. 

Chip and Dan Heath wrote in an article published 
in the January 3, 2010 issue of Parade magazine, 
“Change isn’t an event; it’s a process. Think about 
a child learning to walk. He staggers and struggles 
until, finally one day he takes a few steps — and then 
falls down. But he doesn’t give up. He tries again and 
again, and before too long, he’s running.” 

The old guard is leaving the stage. I share Keith 
Keppel’s concern about the shortage of aspiring 
young hybridizers to take the baton. The same 
alarm is true for leadership roles too. Geographical 
location, commercial association, and level of 
competence should not be obstacles. Opinions 
should be honored, but let’s not get bogged down on 
the fine points. Concrete change will be painful for 
some, but is the necessary solution to restore AIS to 
good working order. Like Hubble, there really isn’t 
any other choice.

All That It Can Be (Part II)

I found it very informative and wished to include it here. In doing so, I have found it necessary to change 
some words and update the article, but basically, it is as Mr. Rinehart wrote it. Thank you, Bill.)

X. WELCOME BANQUET 
Гт not big on banquets. Should I attend? 

Attendance is not required, but you should probably 
attend the Welcome Banquet. It is scheduled for 6:30 p.m. 
on Wednesday evening, the night before the garden tours 
begin. You may receive last minute, possibly amended, 
instructions regarding departure times, bus locations, 
boarding dynamics, etc. 


What’s this “No Host Reception” all about? 
In understated prose, it simply means that a bar is 


available at 5:30-6:30 p.m. and you get to pay for your 
drinks. 


Does everybody go? 

It is the first opportunity to see everybody, to 
circulate, be social, and be seen. I know of nobody who 
misses 1t! 


Is there a program at the banquet? 

Surprise! There will be a short program, two regional 
awards given, and a couple short speeches. Then there’s 
the wonderful banquet with food fit for a king and queen. 


XI. BUS TOURS 
Aren’t all the tours optional? 

Though not obligatory, almost everyone takes the garden 
tours on Thursday, Friday and Saturday, and you have paid 
for them if you selected the total convention package. 


Then, what is the “optional” tour? 


This convention offers only one optional tour, 
scheduled for Tuesday. The bus will load at 7:00 a.m. 
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and depart promptly at 7:30 a.m. Application for the 
optional tour is provided on the convention registration 
form. This form must be received by May 1 if you plan 
to participate. 


How much time should I expect to be on the road each 
day of the convention garden tours? 

The garden tours occupy all day on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday from 7:00 a.m. to late afternoon. 

Coach Accommodations: All busses are from 
Badger Coaches and are made for excursions, not 
basic school transportation. They have larger seats, 
50-55 capacity, air/heat, toilets, speaker systems, 
and overhead racks or compartments. Buses will be 
locked at all stops. It is recommended that you leave 
possessions on the bus if you don’t have immediate 
need for them. 

Contract Conditions: The drivers are professionals, 
employed by the bus company, subject to policies of 
their employers, state vehicle codes, and union dictates. 
Your hosts have no control over employee breaks, speed 
of travel, or continuity of drivers or vehicles from day to 
day. Buses will travel in flights of four vehicles following 
a designated leader. 

Bus Captains: These are volunteer hosts recruited 
by the sponsoring affiliate. Their role is to maintain the 
schedule, add expertise, and to provide diversion. Please 
remember that these are volunteers performing a great 
service. Be nice! 


How will I know which bus to board? 
You will receive specific instructions when you 
choose a bus at the registration desk. Your registration 


name tag will receive a bus assignment sticker at that 
time. On tour mornings, the bus captains will be holding 
flags with the color and number of the bus, so it will be 
easy for you to know which bus to board. 


Please explain what the term “Guest Iris? means. 

Guest irises are cultivars loaned to the hosting 
society for exhibition in the convention gardens. These 
are distributed for the enjoyment and evaluation of 
those who attend, and for the judges who determine the 
AIS awards. While the rhizomes are the property of the 
donor, in most instances the hybridizers release them to 
the convention sponsors for fundraising purposes after 
the conclusion of the event. 


What’s for lunch? 

Around noon a restaurant, hall, park or garden is 
set aside as a lunch stop. The food may be served in a 
buffet style, or box lunches may have been prepared, 
but it is universally good. Special dietary demands will 
be accommodated when possible, where advance notice 
is given. 


How do we use the Convention Booklet? 

Garden Descriptions: Study the garden descriptions 
and try to remember something about each garden and 
your garden hosts. Some or all of the members of the host 
family will meet the bus and be present as you depart. 
It will be easier to express your genuine appreciation if 
you can use their names and have some hook on which 
to begin a conversation. I have a friend who always 
posted notes of appreciation on returning home after the 
convention. Copies of photos taken in the garden make 
great postcards. 

Order of garden visitation: Boldly number the 
gardens in the order of visitation. Thus, you will proceed 
from 1 - 6 at this convention. This will give you an 
anticipation of where you are going and what you will 
see, but also a guide to what you have seen. 

Cultivar Lists: All the guest irises growing in each 
garden are listed in the booklet. You make notes on 
the exceptional cultivars, because you might want to 
acquire them or vote for them for awards. Not all of 
the irises growing in a garden are listed, 1.е., the plants 
belonging to the garden hosts are also eligible for trek 
awards. If you would like to obtain or possibly vote for 
one of these, you would do well to note their name(s). 
There is room in the booklet to make notes after each 
cultivar listing. Be sure to make notes beside each 
cultivar from the garden that you would consider most 


worthy of the awards described below. Make you final 

choices as soon as you can after your last garden visit 

on Saturday. Since the winners will be announced at the 

Awards Banquet on Saturday just a couple hours after 

your return to the hotel, it is important that you have 

completed your ballot and turn it in to your bus captain 
as you exit the bus. 

Awards selected at the convention: The four awards 
have names, but if you don’t already know them, let’s 
keep it simple. 

#1. The best cultivar bred by a hybridizer working in the 
host region, 1.e. Region 8: Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
A colored dot (sticker) will be affixed to the nametags 
of iris eligible for this award. This award is called the 
President’s Cup. 

#2. The best cultivar bred by a hybridizer working 
outside the host region. Again, tags for eligible iris 
will be consistent through the gardens and different 
from those eligible for award #1 in that no dot will 
be affixed to these nametags. This award is called the 
Franklin Cook Memorial Cup. 

#3. This is a recent addition to the awards. Vote for your 
favorite median iris of the convention. Any Standard 
Dwarf Bearded (SDB), Intermediate Bearded (IB), 
Miniature Tall Bearded (MTB), or Border Bearded 
(BB) from any hybridizer from any region is eligible 
for this award. The variety does not have to appear 
in the convention booklet as an official convention 
guest. This award is called the Ben R. Hager Cup. 

#4. The fourth ballot will contain your choices for the 15 
favorite cultivars. This list is not always announced 
at the Awards Banquet as there is rarely enough time 
to count ballots, but it is fun and will be annou8nced 
at some later date. 


ХІІ. JUDGES’ TRAINING 
Should I attend the judges’ training sessions? Why? 

Yes. Sessions on garden judging are more beneficial 
than those on exhibition (show bench) judging, but both 
are of value. Judges’ training is aimed at the identification 
of a cultivar worthy of introduction and awards for 
excellence. Anyone who grows irises would benefit from 
this information in selecting varieties for their garden, or 
in preparing entrants for iris shows. If you are going for 
information only, and not as a registered entrant in the 
program, do not sign the attendance sheet and do not turn in 
the test. І recommend that you take the test and stay for the 
correcting phase. Studies show that the testing experience 
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in itself is an aid to recall and a valuable teaching tool. 
When are the judges’ training sessions held? 

Sessions are scheduled for Saturday morning and 
Saturday afternoon in the Breezeway Iris Gardens. 
Topics and presenters will be shown at a later date.

XIII. GEEK DINNER AND AUCTION 
What is a Geek Dinner? 

Basically, it’s a dinner and auction which has evolved 
into one of the highlights of the convention. The 
proceeds go to the AIS Electronic Service Fund, which 
has been responsible for purchase of a digital projector 
and development of the Online Iris Database. 


When is the Geek Dinner? 

The Geek Dinner is scheduled for Friday evening. 
There is a small fee required for the cost of the dinner.

XIV. AWARDS BANQUET 
How are the two banquets different? 

They are different in that one is the anticipation of 
an event and the other is the wrap-up cast party. Most 
importantly, you have an opportunity to say goodbye to 
people whose friendship you value, for at least another 
year, and in some cases forever. And I say that in a 
celebratory not a morbid mien.

Award Announcements: The awards have previously 
been announced in the AIS Bulletin, on the AIS website, in 
Region and Affiliate Newsletters, and for those who can’t 
want: by SASE. Nevertheless the announcements are always 
breaking news to many. It certainly is fitting to recognize our 
award-winning hybridizers and the also-eligibles.

e Year of introduction (if applicable) 

The packing list should include the contributors 
email address to receive an electronic receipt.

Designing 
with Irises 


BY BENJAMIN FUTA, INDIANA 


Granted, everyone employs his or her own standards 
when sizing-up a possible acquisition, but how will that 
new plant fit into the big picture? In other words, where 
will this iris go when it gets home, and why? 

Sometimes we have just the perfect spot of bare earth to 
host our new best friend, and other times we plop it in just 
to make sure it doesn’t die. In the second scenario, and after 
a few years of collecting and plopping, our gardens begin 
to look chaotic and disorganized. Too many specimen 
plants that should take center stage are competing for our 
attention with other plants of equal value. I was once a 
“chaotic collector” too. But in the past few years I have 
engaged in a radical campaign to reorganize my plantings 
into a cohesive and pleasing design while showcasing a 
diversity of plants. It is no small amount of work, but after 
fiddling around with plants for years and working in a 
fantastic public garden in Chicago, I’ve zeroed-in on a few 
ideas that can turn a chaotic collector’s garden into a year- 
round, horticultural masterpiece. 

NEUTRAL PLANTS 

A neutral plant has simple foliage and doesn’t bloom 
at the same time as the iris you want to highlight. By 
breaking up the monotony of floral and foliar structure, 
individual clumps of irises can shine through more 
clearly, plus you’re incorporating more plants. These 
neutral plants create areas for the eye to rest and allow

the brain to sort through the myriad of colors and shapes 
in an iris collection.

Given that irises have a relatively short bloom time in 
the garden, consider highlighting their unique sword-like 
foliage when grouping them with other plants. Make sure 
to stay away from plants that have similar foliage — daylilies 
for instance are a big “no” and grasses should be chosen 
carefully. Also, consider using plants that could benefit 
from the additional support of the strong leaves of an iris, 
such as Echinacea ‘Orange Meadowbrite’. Grouping these 
plants eliminates the need to use artificial support, thereby 
reducing maintenance time. Finally, try to pick plants with 
pleasing winter structure to add interest when the iris 
foliage disappears after frosts and snow.

In the context of color arrangement, contrast is a 
powerful design tool when combined with the basic color 
theory of warm and cool colors. An accent plant acts like 
a magnet, pulling the eye toward it in contrast with its 
surroundings. This technique can be used when wanting 
to draw attention to a specific area, but also has potential 
to detract from overall design, rather than add to it. When 
using an accent plant there are a few things to watch out for: 
e Don'ttry todotoo muchinasmall space—too much contrast 
in close-quarters create more chaos than it eliminates. 

* Choose ONE plant variety that will add ONE accent 
color per grouping. 

* Use an accent more than once in large areas for 
greater effect.

When choosing accent plants, pay attention to the color spectrum. Group like-colors together. 


Color is one of the most powerful tools in a gardener’s 
arsenal of design elements. The simplest solution is to 
group like colors together. That is— warm colors with warm 
colors and cool colors with cool colors. You can pull this 
off easily by reorganizing and moving the plants already in 
your collection (which is where the real work comes in!) 


Repetition is the final and perhaps easiest concept 
to include in a new design. It can apply to any of the 
concepts previously discussed. When similar design 
elements are repeated throughout a space, it unites all 
areas of a garden, no matter the size and layout. For 
example, a large and stunning ornamental grass in 
front of a home that is also planted in back will tie the 
two areas together. A visitor will remember the grass 
from the front when they’re in the back. They may not 
consciously realize it, but the elements of repetition 
and unity will help simplify the garden, making it easier 
to relate to the individual plants.

When you gaze lustily at “designer” gardens in magazines 
and catalogues, pay attention to the color arrangements and 
think about why the design works. Borrow with your eyes 
and duplicate the technique in your garden with your own 
sense of style. After you have grouped like colors, you can 
also include accent plants to add layers to your composition. 


The design tips in this article will turn your garden 
into a showcase of your passion for irises. Your garden 
will then not only be a collection of plants, but also a 
reflection of your unique personality as a gardener. 
When the design of your garden allows you to tell the 
story of why you fell in love with a particular plant, like 
irises, you know you have succeeded.

THIS DESIGN TYPE CREATED YEARS AGO has been 
resurrected into an interesting and “new” exhibit. It is 
described in part in the National Garden Club Handbook 
for Flower Shows, 2007 revised edition as follows: 


1. A CREATIVE DESIGN ORGANIZED IN ONE CONTAINER 
OR IN CONTAINERS JOINED TO APPEAR AS ONE, OR 
IN A CONTRIVANCE, OR MECHANIC. It is organized as 
two designs, back to back and entered in two separate 
classes in the Design Division. It must always be 
created by a single exhibitor. 

a. Each side appears a different design from the other and 
each side is part of a separate class to be judged. One 
side is a design in one class and on the other sides is 
in another class. The schedule specifies both classes, 
each with a separate title. Titles frequently have a 
relationship, e.g., day/night, hot/cold, Spring, Fall, etc. 

b. “Duo effect” is obtained by each side of the Duo 
Design using different colors of the same materials, 
or different materials in the concealed portion/s. 


The staging for the designs is shown with 
the black rod on a flat rectangular base. The 
greenish/gold netting is attached to the rod 
and the French horn is wired in front of it. 

The two completed designs pictured 
are named “Winter with Iris” and “Spring 
Has Arrived.” These were placed on a black 
base and placed back to back. “Winter” has 
the red roses with white Dutch Iris and fern 
foliage. Note the netting with at the top and 
to one side that has been attached to a black 
metal rod. In the back of the design is the 
gold French horn which is easier to see when 
viewing in person—as a subtle accessory. 

Now look at the other design and you 
see “Spring” with the same netting at the top 
but otherwise the other side is completely 
covered with purple Dutch Iris, yellow 
Chrysanthemums and Arum italicum leaves. 

This design type is an easy one to stage 
especially if there are space restrictions. 


c. Aconcentration of components between the two designs 
prevents one side from showing through to the other in 
their focal area/s. This center might be a palm leat/leaves, 
decorative wood, man-made object or whatever else will 
provide a visual concealment between focal areas of each 
design, but, not a background panel. Both sides may 
share the dominant line and enclosed spaces. 


2. STAGED AS TWO SEPARATE CLASSES TO ALLOW 
ACCESS FOR JUDGING AND VIEWING OF BOTH 
CLASSES. A single judging panel may judge both 
classes, but this is not mandatory. 

a. Four Duo Designs will face one way, on tables, 
pedestals, or boxes, etc. comprising one class. The 
back side of those same Duo Designs will face the 
opposite way, comprising the other class. 

b. One side of the Duo Design may score higher in 
its class than the reverse side in the other class. The 
appropriate ribbon, if any, is placed on each side of 
the Duo Design. 

c. If both sides receive blue ribbons in their classes, they 
are both eligible for consideration for a higher award.

grandchildren always called her “Grandma Johnnie". 
When Johnnie was born, her mother already 
had the three boys and definitely did not expect a 
girl. Her mother was totally at a loss what to name 
the “surprise” baby girl, so the delivering doctor 
named her Nancy, which means ‘grace’. Her whole 
life can be characterized by what her given name 
means, “grace”. Although her family was very, very 
poor, somehow she managed to go to a business col- 
lege in a city 20 miles away, graduate and get a job. 
She made enough money to help the family plus buy 
the first family car, which her older brothers bor- 
rowed constantly. During this period, her father was 
so grateful that in the winter, when she would get up 
very early to go to work, he would get up earlier and 
light the stove in her bedroom so she would not have 
to get dressed in a freezing room with no other heat. 
Johnnie was a sweet, selfless, brave, fun-loving 
and non-complaining woman who was devoted to 
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her three children and 
family. However, she 
loved and found joy 

in any baby she would 
see. She would have 

to touch and rub any 
baby’s head, even the 
heads of total strangers’ 
children. To her, there 
was nothing better than 
a baby’s or toddler’s 
head. A day or two be- 
fore Johnnie died, my 
brother held up his 18 
month old grandson so 
she could see him eas- 
ily. She reached for the 
baby, grabbed his head 
by both sides, kissed 
and smelled the top of 
his head. This is one of 
her last acts that will 
live in our family’s 
memory forever. 

Diagnosed in 1999 with an intestinal sarcoma 
and not given long to live, Johnnie thought she would 
never see any great-grandchildren. However, she 
lived ten years and saw three, including a newborn 
great-granddaughter that was six weeks old at her 
passing. This painful and devastating disease almost 
took her so many times, but courage, grit and willing- 
ness to live gave her ten extra years. Johnnie loved 
us and enjoyed our presence during these days. The 
entire family made sure she was never alone and she 
was an example to all of us. 

Our mother always worked hard. This work 
ethic was ingrained due to her solid farm and church 
upbringing and she passed it on to each of us. A very 
spiritual woman even though she did not talk about 
it much, she was very active in the local church. She 
was president of the church women’s society from 
time to time. Our family gave her a gold cross one 
Christmas and after that she never took it off - ever! 


She used it as her silent witness to everyone 
that saw her to say she believed. She worked in the 
community and was president of the local PTA when 
she spear-headed a project to add indoor bathrooms 
to our school. She also organized fundraisers and 
managed the construction. So by the time her oldest 
daughter was in the fifth grade, the Johnnie house 
was a thing of the past. 

She willingly took on a family business of a 
commercial greenhouse in 1961. She loved plants 
no matter where they grew. The earth and sun were 
soul to her. She could raise gloxinias that spanned 
2 feet with 50 buds and blooms. Her “green thumb” 
plus the quality and health of her plants were legend- 
ary in the family and well known in the community. 
She raised everything from tomatoes to squash and 
watermelons to pansies, geraniums, begonias, cacti, 
African violets and, of course, gloxinias... just to 
name a few. She loved putting together dish gardens 
and terrariums on Sunday before church to be taken 
to community people in the hospital. Today, I am 
giving a home to her 35 year old deer foot fern. 

Besides her graceful way, she was extremely 
generous and giving of herself to her children, 
grandchildren, family and others. Christmas was 
her holiday, for what it truly meant and for what 
she could give. She loved to arrange flowers and 
make unusual arrangements, especially at Christ- 
mas. In our childhood, every surface in our house 
wide enough for a container was decorated with live 
greenery, candles, and wreaths. We made many nut 
and pinecone wreaths, sold some or gave them as 
gifts. One of hers won first place in the five county 
fair because of its artful look. She had enough 
Christmas ornaments to decorate three, seven-foot 
trees but the most she ever put up at one time was 
two seven-foot trees and a little miniature one with 
miniature ornaments. During her last three years, she 
made it known to the family she wanted the outside 
fifteen-foot tree decorated with lights and outside 
ornaments. So, the children and grandchildren gath- 
ered and made it happen and added two, lighted, 
moving deer she wanted at the base of the tree. 

Johnnie loved flowers. In the last year, I would 
go to see her as often as I could and bring a cut flower 
arrangement. I found a local florist who was up to 
the challenge of making unusual arrangements with 
“out of the ordinary” flowers. Johnnie would marvel 
and OOOH and AHHH over every one and savor 


each and every smell. I arranged one of the last ar- 
rangements myself with yellow lilies. They were truly 
amazing when they opened, measuring 9" across. She 
could not stop talking about those huge lilies. 

The irises were especially favored in Johnnie's 
yard and constantly cut and enjoyed during their en- 
tire blooming season. As a woman who loved plants 
and devoted much of her entire life to growing them, 
she was awestruck and amazed that an iris would be 
named after her. The fact that it could be and was be- 
ing done, was overpowering and thrilling. It was the 
ideal 87^ birthday gift. My brother and his son made 
a special place of honor in her yard, took a digital 
picture of the planted rhizome and were able to put 
it on her television. She could see from her home 
hospital bed where it was planted in her yard and it 
would always remain. The process was completed 
three days before her passing. Johnnie went home 
Oct. 21, 2009. 

We had quite a time naming the iris. But even- 
tually, the perfect name came for the perfect flower 
and our wonderful, caring mother. Johnnie...for her 
nickname, Opal...for her birthstone...and Angel ... 
because she collected them. She was a great friend 
and supporter to all she knew in this life and was an 
angel to many herself. Special thanks to all the fam- 
ily for the time they spent with Johnnie when she 
needed them most, especially my two brothers and 
sister-in-law. 

Our family is so grateful and honored to be 
partnered with Vincent Christopherson of Accent Iris 
Gardens and Phil Williams of Rocky Top Gardens 
to bring you the culmination of our mother's life by 
one of the things she held so dear, the perfect iris 
named for her, Johnnie's Opal Angel.

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COLOR, AS THE SPICE OF SIGHT, DELIGHTS 
OUR MINDS WITH ITS ABUNDANT ARRAY 
DISTRIBUTED ACROSS THE PLANET. 

Beauty, in the mind’s eye of pollinators and suitors, 
has given us a rainbow of saturated, beautiful hues 
in flowers, birds, and coral fish. In the microscopic 
world, where I spent most of my professional career, 
wonderful, intense colors are equally abundant. All 
the colors of the human visual spectrum have been 
given to us in the natural world. Within the genus J7is, 
including beardless and bearded groups, we can find all 
the colors of the rainbow. No other plant society 1s so 
blessed with color. This article discusses the exciting 
progress to bring to bearded irises the illusive holdouts 
in vivid color — true spectrum red and blue, pure light 
and bright green, and intense hues of blue green from 
turquoise to teal. The world 1s about to experience an 
explosion of bright new colors in bearded irises that 
will establish them as the 
undisputed, most-loved 
queen of the garden 
scene — the mythical, 
personified goddess of 
the rainbow. 

When I first began to 
purchase irises thirty years 
ago, I found colors in one 
catalog that were exactly 
what I wanted — blues the 
color of deep and shallow 
tropical seas, reds like a 
fire truck, turquoises like 
tropical birds, and greens as bright green as a spring lawn. 
When my purchases bloomed I was disappointed to have 
wisteria blue, dull brick-red, pale blue with but a tinge of 
turquoise, and grayed yellow with a hint of green. Since 
then, considerable progress has been made to develop 
truer blues, reds, greens, and turquoise. Current catalogs 
and websites have pretty accurate color renditions. Each 
year we try to obtain most of the catalogs on bearded 
irises. For 2009 we received 25 catalogs. Some, like 
Schreiners, Mid-America, Tempo Two, and Sutton's, 
are too beautiful for words. The smaller color catalogs 
like Cooley's, Aitken's, Ghio's, Keppel's, Chapman's, 
Burseen's, Rainbow Acres, Comanche Acres, Rockytop, 
and Iris 4U also warm those winter and early spring 
nights There are over thirty websites that can give you 
full screen photographs, yet they do not feel or smell like 
browsing through a Schreiner's color catalog. Yet, the 
colors we see with our eyes are not easy to reproduce

exactly with our digital cameras, in print, or on our 
computer screens. We are always on the lookout for any 
advances toward new colors in irises. The AIS Judges 
Handbook admonishes garden judges not to award a 
seedling for new color alone, yet all hybridizers know 
there is no break like a new color break. The whole 
available stock sells out quickly, and those growing the 
iris gain friends who eye its increase. 

Talking about color has its limitations. The red 
planet Mars and Georgia red clay are actually orange 
from the color of iron oxide. A tangerine is redder 
than a carrot, which is redder than an orange, which 
is actually yellow orange. The color carrot red is 
difficult to imagine in my mind. What about the 
difference between purple and violet? The color of the 
sky is more lavender blue (light blue-violet) straight 
overhead, less lavender blue at 45 degrees, light true 
blue that is called horizon blue at 20 degrees above the 
horizon, and horizon 
green just above the 
horizon. If your iris 
seedling is “sky blue,” 
which color of the sky is 
it? 

Color is the 
human brain's experience 
with ^ electromagnetic 
waves of different 
lengths and energies. The 
ends of the human visual 
spectrum A ROYGBIV 
can be connected like a 
bagel to make a color wheel. Positioned on the color 
wheel as the points of an equilateral triangle are the 
truest spectrum red, yellow, and blue, the three primary 
colors that when added together make the secondary 
colors, orange, green, and violet. Between them are the 
tertiary colors of red-orange, yellow-orange, yellow- 
green, blue-green, blue-violet, and red-violet. Colors 
positioned on opposite sides of the color wheel like 
red and green, yellow and violet, and blue and orange 
are called complementary colors, and when added as 
pigments produce graying that can approach black. 
Also, combinations of two or more colors can produce 
other grayed shades like brown, maroon, and olive as 
adulterations of the pure spectral hues. The various 
intensities of the pure hue colors of the color wheel can 
be lightened with white, producing tints, or darkened 
with black, producing shades. Humans have color 
sensitive, cone-shaped cells in their retinas for blue, 


green, and red using the red and green cones together to 
sense yellow so that yellow is more intensely seen than 
recorded by our cameras. Insects and hummingbirds 
can sense ultraviolet wavelengths and can see ultraviolet 
colors and patterns in irises that are invisible to humans. 
Humans can distinguish well over 100,000 different 
colors based on the various hues in the visual spectrum, 
their chromatic saturation or intensity levels, and values 
of lightness to darkness. Fortunately, we don’t have to 
learn specific English names for all of them. Computers 
can produce over 16 million different colors. 

There is a large collection of thousands of names, 
such as putty, cardinal red, or ruby red, in each language 
for individual colors recognized by artists and others. 
These names have been assigned in dictionaries to 
specific printed color swatches. Such designations and 
names are often in conflict between dictionaries. Their 
color names have little meaning without access to their 
specific printed color samples. Some of these color 
dictionaries have been 
out of print for many 
years and the printed 
color swatches may 
have changed as they 
aged. A discussion of the 
100-year history of the 
development of color 
systems like the Munsell, 
Pantone, etc. is not 
needed for this article. 
However, vitally needed 
is an understanding and appreciation of the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS) Colour Chart published 
since 1966, and currently in print (www.rhsshop.co.uk). 
The older editions 1966 (808 colors), 1986, 1995, and 
2001 (884 colors), have color swatches that are quite 
color fast and still useful. The colors appear on strips 
of thick paper in four tints or shades with a number for 
the strip and letter A, B, C, and D for color swatches 
of progressively lighter colors. Currently available 
for purchase online is a mini Colour Chart with 244 
colors and the 2007 edition of the Colour Chart with 
896 colors. Many of the 88 colors added since 1966 
were added for iris colors. The mini-version costs £26 
and the “maxi” is a hefty £174. The Azalea Society has 
the RHS Colour Chart on-line (http://www.azaleas.org/ 
index.pl/rhsmacfanl.html) but it cannot be printed in 
color. However, you can bring the iris to your computer 
screen or use a portable laptop in the yard. However, 
the colors displayed on your computer screen will not

be exactly the same as on the RHS Colour Chart. The 
RHS Colour Chart is vital as a technical tool for accurate 
plant color identification in most plant societies. In 
the 2008 AIS Registration book, RHS was used by 
25 hybridizers including the Schreiners, Superstition 
Gardens, Winterberry Gardens, Marky Smith, Larry 
Lauer, Bruce Filardi, George Sutton, etc. with only a 
few using other color systems. It would be helpful if 
the AIS encouraged others to obtain and use the RHS 
system so hybridizers could communicate better with 
one another as to the progress we are making towards the 
production of new colors in irises. Equally important, 
when cultivars become historics they can be identified 
more accurately. Using other color systems that are 
out-of-print or even more expensive and ever changing, 
like the Pantone system, should be discouraged. The 
RHS color system is not just useful for hybridizers, but 
also for serious iris collectors. 

RHS recommends that you view the iris for 
comparison to the color 
swatches by using light 
from a north facing 
window ог artificial 
light that approximates 
sunlight. The instructions 
say that direct light 
may degrade the colors. 
However, I have 1966 and 
1986 editions and have 
used the 1986 edition in 
sunlight for over twenty 
years and can see no changes when compared to the 1966 
edition that has never been used in the sun. I make the 
description in full sun in morning or afternoon when 
the colors are subdued with less harsh shadows. If done 
too early or too late in the day, the colors will appear 
quite differently. Completely describing a seedling in the 
garden takes 10 to 30 minutes, so I sit on a low cushioned 
seat. The colors in the regions of the beard, haft areas, and 
style arms require special attention. If necessary, I break 
off a standard to better see the style arms or a fall to view 
the haft areas around the beards. A 60-inch measuring 
fabric tape in a retracting spool, 12-inch ruler, and lead 
pencil are essential. I use a single 20-weight light yellow 
sheet of paper that I date and sign for each seedling. I 
make sketches of flower form, branching pattern, and 
details of ruffles and lacing. I denote the color in the 
stem, bud spathes, at the base of the foliage, and record 
multi-color sheens in the surface texture and diamond 
dusting (glitter) of the petals. I decide if the iris color 
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is darker or lighter or close to an RHS color swatch or 
say itis a blend of two colors. Placing the iris part under 
the small hole in the center of the swatch may be helpful 
in determining the closest RHS color. Also, I record the 
fragrance from freshly opened blossoms. The goal is to 
make a thorough and accurate description. Then I ask

SPECTRUM BLUE 

In the 1966 RHS booklet of referenced names the RHS 
number for spectrum blue is 105C. True spectrum blue is 
distinctly different from the violet-blue group of colors 
92A-D wisteria blue, 94B bluebird (eastern not mountain 
bluebird) blue, and 95A cornflower blue as these colors (92- 
95) show an obvious violet contribution with the lighter 
tints appearing lavender-blue to my eye. RHS 96 to 98 are 
at the end of the violet blue group, yet still have a slight, but 
noticeable violet contribution. Hybridizers often call the 
lighter color swatches from 96-98 sky blue and the darker 
swatches medium blue. Rarely are seedlings described in 
the blue group 99 to 110. 
At 99, the blue group of 
color swatches begins, 
going from French blue 
at 100, cobalt blue at 101, 
sea blue at 102, midnight 
blue at 103, spectrum blue 
at 105C, butterfly blue at 
106, and cerulean blue at 
107, with the blue group 
ending at 110. The Azalea 
Society RHS Colour 
Chart available on-line gives generalized color names for 
each of the RHS numbers but they can be redundant and 
even contradictory. 

When I first learned to recognize these various 
colors, I discovered that my eye could single out the 
presence of the true blue pigments from the violet- 
blue pigments late in the afternoon before twilight. 
This true blue color was expressed differently in 
the flowers indicating that it was due to a different 
pigment than the violet blues. In full sunlight true blue 
was sometimes clearly present without any expressed 
violet blue pigment in the midribs of the style arms. 
My hunch was that if it could be expressed exclusively 
anywhere in the flower, then it could be expressed 
exclusively throughout the flower. I reasoned that if 
the genes for producing the violet blue pigments were 
lost through selective crosses then I could isolate the 
true spectrum blue pigment and increase its saturation

by inbreeding or outbreeding with cultivars that only 
had the true blue pigment. Now, I will tell you some 
of the crosses and the resulting offspring that leads me 
to propose that the genes that are producing these true 
blue anthocyanin pigments are dominant genes with 
simple additive dosage effects going from one to four 
doses in tetraploids. I call this dominant true blue allele 
or factor (BL) with the goal to produce a genotype 
with BL BL BL BL producing an intense spectrum blue 
color (105C). For now, the violet blue factor could be 
called VB. 


Spectrum Blues, Blue-greens, and Greens in SDBs 

In the evening I could see that our SDB 'Rainbow 
Rim' (D. Spoon, 2001) had a faint true blue in its light 
borders. Selfing it produced the reblooming SDB ‘Earth 
and Sky’ (D. Spoon, 2006) that is French blue (100 C/D) 
with a brownish maroon fall spot. The dependable 
reblooming, light blue-violet with darker beards ‘Forever 
Blue’ (Chapman, 1997) crossed with “TuTu Teal’ (D. 
Spoon, 2002) produced 
our wide, ruffled, French 
blue colored SDB called 
‘French Blue’ (D. Spoon, 
2005). 

"IuTu Turquoise'X 

‘Snow ‘Tree’ produced 
our “Tropical Blue,, a 
white with blue-green fall 
spot. “Tropical Shoals'(D. 
Spoon, 2002), a light 
turquoise with darker 
turquoise fall spot came from Dick Sparling’s ‘Olney 
Belle’ (1994) crossed to one of his white bee crosses with 
a maroon fall spot. “Tropical Blue’ X “Tropical Shoals’ 
produced our SDB ‘Karen Jones’ (D. Spoon, 2008), 
nearly white with a true blue spot (106B). When ‘Karen 
Jones’ is held up to the sky at 20 degrees above the 
horizon its blue spot is the exact same color or horizon 
blue. ‘Karen Jones’ crossed with a similar seedling 
#2000B-293A produced a white seedling #2005-379SBL 
that has a much more intense spectrum blue spot at 105C 
with blue-green around white beards tipped tangerine. 
‘Winter Embrace’ (D. Spoon, 2005), our reblooming 
amoena with light metallic blue falls crossed with ‘Karen 
Jones’ produced our SDB ‘Teagan’ (D. Spoon, 2009) that 
is a bright turquoise amoena with white standards and 
blue green (115C/D) falls with yellow green (near 151C) 
at the hafts beside white beards tipped tangerine. It is 
extremely vigorous and fertile both ways. 


A light spectrum blue seedling #98-24A from 
the cross of the ("IuTu Turquoise’ x ‘Snow Tree’) X 
“Wise Willow’ produced a seedling #2005-377SBL that 
is pure white with an astounding 105 B/C spectrum 
blue spot. From our SDBs ‘Huck’ (D. Spoon, 2008) 
and ‘Anita Moran’ (D. Spoon, 2009), both with blue 
violet spots came the seedling # 2005-449SBL that is 
pure white with an even darker spectrum blue (105A) 
fall spot. The reverse cross of ‘Snow Tree’ X "IuTu 
Turquoise’ produced our reblooming ‘Moss Spot’(D. 
Spoon, 2007) that is light chartreuse with moss green 
spot (146A/B, that is nearly the same color as its 
foliage) with lighter bright yellow-green (153A) at 
the hafts. Our first bright green SDB (‘Sky Willow’ 
X ‘Moss Spot’) that is almost grass green in color will 
be introduced in 2011. We took stalks of our ‘Moss 
Spot’ and Paul Black’s 2007 ‘Bombay Sapphire’ (sky 
blue with diffuse turquoise fall spot) to the 2009 
spring Region 4 show, and both were much admired. 
Our cross of “Тоу Boat’? X “TuTu Turquoise’ (the 
same cross that gave Paul Black his pollen parent for 
‘Bombay Sapphire’) produced our ‘Blues Clues’(D. 
Spoon, 2007) with white standards and solid light 
blue-green (122C) falls with darker (122B) veins. Our 
‘Winter Embrace’ (D. Spoon, 2005), is out of ‘Ditto’ 
X ‘Lumalite,’ which has red beards, white standards 
and yellow falls “flushed green,” faint green in our 
garden. ‘Winter Embrace’ X ‘Blues Clues’ gave us our 
bright, light green (154C) ‘Granny Apple’ (D. Spoon, 
2010) with darker citron green veins (151A) and white 
borders, plus orange beards. I believe it is the lack of 
any blue violet color in the blue green in “Blues Clues’ 
with bright yellow from ‘Lumalite’ that allowed us 
to obtain a striking, light green color. Bennett Jones 
encouraged me to pursue these citron green colors as 
in his 1995 SDB, the wide, ruffled ‘Murphy’s Law’ 
with bright poppy red beards. 

At our 2003Region 4-sponsored AIS National 
Convention, a median hybridizer discovered a numbered 
SDB seedling that was pale, yet obviously teal or blue 
green in color. He excitedly brought me over to take 
a look. It was a left behind piece of our “TuTu Teal’ (D. 
Spoon, 2004) still with its other siblings. I told him of my 
great excitement when it first bloomed out of the blue 
‘Lesson’ (S.Innerst, 1990) and the reblooming blue-green 
“TuTu Turquoise’. This was the first time I had ever seen 
this teal color that is greener than turquoise in bearded 
irises. "IuTu Teal’ reblooms occasionally for us in Zone 6b. 
We have SDB seedlings like #2000-268BG at Winterberry 
Gardens that are more intense teal than “TuTu Teal’. 


Spectrum Blue in TBs 

Keith Keppel has produced some of the very 
best light (“Babbling Brook,’ 1969) and medium (‘Sea 
Power,'1999 and ‘Merchant Marine,’ 2007) blues. This 
past spring we bloomed and admired Rick Tasco’s 2006 
light blue ‘Absolute Treasure’. Schreiners are famous for 
their gorgeous light and medium blue TBs like “Yaquina 
Blue’ (1992). Every year they introduce better and bluer 
blues. I went through the last 20 years of Schreiners’ 
registrations and found that one of their highest RHS 
numbers for light blues was 101C for ‘Caribbean 
Dream’ (Schreiners, 1990). The lighter blue ‘Calm Sea’ 
X ‘Caribbean Dream’ (both rebloomers in zones 8/9) 
produced our vigorous seedling #97-109BL that is one 
of the bluest (101C), tallest, and best-formed light blue 
TBs we grow. Its sibling ‘Bluebirds Fly’ (D. Spoon, 
2010) grows so well for us we consider it a landscape 
iris with show bench stalks. Seedling #97-109BL times 
our light blue with yellow beards ‘Sky and Sun’ (D. 
Spoon, 1999) produced a seedling (#2003-103BG) that 
has a blue-green cast and creeps closer to light spectrum 
blue. ‘Sky and Sun’ is out of the inbred “Navajo Jewel’ 
(J. Weiler, 1984), medium blue of decided turquoise tint 
times ‘Clear Day’ (J. Gatty, 1989) a medium blue (itself 
out of a sibling cross of two seedlings out of ‘Full Tide’ 
X ‘Five Star Admiral’) ‘Sky and Sun’ is acknowledged 
as one of the most vigorous and durable light blue TBs. 
“Neptune’s Cloak’ (B. Hager, 1992) described as ruffled 
clear light true blue with white beards times ‘Sky and 
Sun’ produced seedling #98-145C that is a light French 
blue (100D). We bloomed about fifty seedlings from ‘Sky 
and Sun’ times the light blue ‘Above the Clouds’ (a child 
of “Үадшпа Blue’ X ‘Mariah’) and got about a dozen 
(101D) seedlings, one that was a more intense cobalt 
blue (101B), and one that was a lovely ruffled and flared 
pure white glaciata #2005-256GL (tetraploid genotype 
at the plicata locus of four doses of glaciata, gl gl gl gl). 
This shows that both of these parents have two doses 
of the recessive gene for glaciata (gl gl - -) and possibly 
two doses of the dominant spectrum blue gene (BL BL 
- - ). It is still a ways to go to obtain a true spectrum blue 
TB at RHS 105. The fact that we were able to produce 
spectrum blue SDBs at 105 gives us hope. From these 
SDBs we may produce the first spectrum blue IBs. 


SPECTRUM RED 

The RHS for spectrum red is 43A or signal red. 
What follows are color names that can be associated 
with some of the red color swatches in the RHS color 
fan #1. The RHS red group extends from 36A-D - orient 
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pink, 37C/D - shell pink as in conch shells, 38A/B - 
azalea pink, 39A-C - jasper red, 40B/C - mandarin red, 
41A/B - vermilion, the color often given for red beards, 
42 - rowan berry, 43A - signal red, rarely seen in red 
beards, 45B - guardsman red, 46A - currant red, 46B 
- Union Jack red or flag red, 47C - Delft rose, 48C/D 
- empire rose, 50A-C - claret rose, 51 - rhodonite red, 
52А - crimson, 53A-C - cardinal red, 54 - spinel red, to 
56 - neyron rose. All the higher intensity colors from 
41A/B to 47A/B would be considered exciting self 
colors for bearded irises, and each could be called truly 
red irises. To my knowledge, except for beard colors 
and only then rarely, this range (41-47A/B) of intense 
red colors bracketing spectrum red at 43A had not been 
reported in bearded irises until now. 

In other plants there are red anthocyanin pigments 
like pelargonidin as found in geraniums that give 
them their true red color. Pigment studies over many 
years have uncovered no pelargonidin in bearded 
irises. However, if a single mutation to produce it had 
occurred, it would take inbreeding crosses to isolate 
it from the dominating violet blue genes that produce 
anthocyanin pigments like delphinidin. Possibly, there 
are anthocyanin pigments in bearded irises that can 
produce reds such as cardinal red (53A-C) and maybe 
even going down to empire red (48A). To obtain the 
intense red colors from 41-47A/B will probably require 
the expression of intense lycopene combined with 
intense red anthocyanin pigment. If this is the case, then 
our goal is difficult but obtainable, as the following 
examples may illustrate. 


Spectrum red in SDBs 

Carol Lankow was an immensely talented 
hybridizer who gave us many outstanding and unique 
cultivars. When first blooming in our garden, her 1993 
SDB ‘Jeweler’s Art’ ('Cherry Pop’ X (‘Cherry Tart’ x 
“Сһеегу Cherry’)) greatly impressed me with the true 
red color of its falls, especially in the centers, which 
she described as *red, blending black at hafts" with 
the rest of the flower including the beards, shades of 
amethyst. We had assembled in our garden beds many 
SDBs whose name included red in them but none was 
as red as ‘Jewelers Art’. We have found that crossing 
onto a plicata of similar anthocyanin color can more 
uniformly distribute the color and enhance its saturation 
or intensity. ‘Low Life’ (Aitken, 1995) is a plicata with 
cream ground, “heavily suffused burgundy, style arms 
violet; beards russet”. ‘Low Life’ X ‘Jeweler’s Art’ 
produced our ‘Red Rabbit’ (D. Spoon, 2002), a fairly 
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wide, ruffled solid red with bluish wash with cherry red 
color in the center of the falls. ‘Red Rabbit’ grows like 
a weed and has rebloomed in Texas. Those who grow 
it truck its increase into club sales, so it spreads like 
rabbits. ‘Red Rabbit’ times the sibling of ‘Jeweler’s Art’, 
‘Nut Ruffles’ (Lankow, 1992), produced a reblooming, 
brick red seedling. This shows that both ‘Jeweler’s Art’ 
and ‘Nut Ruffles’ are rebloom carriers, not reblooming, 
yet capable of producing rebloomers when crossed on 
rebloomers or on other rebloom carriers. A sibling 
to ‘Red Rabbit’ was ‘Cerise Boy’ (D. Spoon, 2004), 
tailored and cerise-colored with much darker veins 
at the bases of the petals. The sibling cross of “Cerise 
Boy’ X ‘Red Rabbit’ produced about forty seedlings 
including SDB ‘Ruby Lines’ (D. Spoon, 2010) that 
has dark veins like in arilbreds, red bitone MDB ‘Red 
Bunny’ (D. Spoon, 2009), and a wide ruffled cardinal 
red (53C) SDB #2003-24RRD with yellow beards that 
will be introduced in 2011. (Its photograph appears a 
brighter red as it was backlit.) This sibling cross allowed 
the removal of the blue violet anthocyanin pigments 
leaving just the cardinal red pigments. But the most 
exciting seedling in this cross was a single pure white, 
homozygous recessive glaciata (gl gl gl gl) SDB with 
the only carotene pigment, the yellow tips of the beards 
deep in the throat. This demonstrates that these cardinal 
red colorations came from anthocyanin pigments and 
not lycopene. 


Spectrum Red in TBs 

Schreiners description of its 37” tall ‘Dynamite’ 
(1997) is simply, “Cardinal red (RHS 534) self; beards 
yellow", out of “War Chief х 1984#37, unknown, a 
seedling from a planned cross whose information was 
lost. I would love to know if this pollen parent carried 
two or four doses of the recessive tangerine factor. At the 
time, some considered Schreiners’ 1984 “Warrior King’ 
to be slightly more ruffled and redder than ‘Dynamite’. 
From ‘Warrior King’ X “Time Lord,’ I got the BB ‘Revel 
in Red’ (D. Spoon, 1997). When I lined out a fall from 
each of our many red cultivars, including ‘Dynamite’ 
and seedlings, “Revel in Red’ was the reddest in color. 
After many more crosses which produced seedlings only 
a tiny bit redder, I decided to give up trying to obtain a 
spectrum red iris from anthocyanin pigments alone. 

Terry Aitken, Joe Ghio, Barry Blyth, Schreiners, 
Suttons, and many other hybridizers continue progress 
toward producing spectrum red irises. Terry Aitken 
wrote in an AIS Bulletin article if anyone had a cultivar 
with spectrum red beards to let him know. In response 


I wrote an article in the October, 2004 Bulletin called 
“Spectrum Red Irises,” where I told about our mauve 
‘Signal Red’ (D. Spoon, 2006) with signal or spectrum 
red (43A) beards from the cross of ‘Horatio’ X “О.К. 
Coral’ and proposed that it would take pigments from 
both lycopene and anthocyanins to produce an iris the 
human eye would accept as truly red. Then, I thought 
that the anthocyanin could be blue violet in color, but 
now I know that the anthocyanin pigment needs to be 
cardinal red (53A). I crossed the vigorous and durable 
garden iris ‘Paul Black,’ a medium, dark purple-blue 
with orange beards, strong, tall stalks and modern 
formed blossoms onto ‘Heaven’ (Ghio, 1998), a white 
with coral red shoulders and beards with Ghio’s 
signature bubble ruffling. I produced our tall, ruffled 
‘Karen Ann’ (D. Spoon, 2009) that has spectrum red 
(43A/B) beards from lycopene yet also has lighter 
tints of pigmentation at 43C and 43D throughout the 
flower from lycopene. If this pigment were intensified 
with inbreeding a 
spectrum red self iris 
with spectrum red 
(43A) beards might 
be produced with no 
anthocyanin cardinal 
red pigmentation 
needed. ‘Karen Ann’ 
is also a promising 
parent to cross on 
cardinal reds like 
‘Dynamite’ as it has 
only lycopene (43A) and no yellow pigments and 
might produce intense true red selfs in the range of 44 
to 46A/B. Last spring, I appraised the beard color of 
‘Code Red’ (Aitken, 2003), which Terry considers his 
best red, and found it was spectrum red at 43A. 

In the spring of 1998, I crossed Joe Ghio’s 1996 
‘Rogue’, a brick red self with brick tangerine beards 
with ‘Dynamite’. The pod parent of ‘Rogue’ was the 
full orange with tangerine beards ‘Caracas’ (Ghio, 1994) 
with a somewhat inbred pollen parent with a long and 
involved parentage. It is my continuing frustration that 
no information is given in the registration descriptions 
for siblings or seedlings used in crosses. Such 
information would be especially useful for recessive 
traits like the tangerine factor. This lack of information 
limits the value of the registration. I would love to know 
something about this pollen parent of ‘Rogue’. Ben 
Hager got around this by using his choice of creative 
and meaningful abbreviations in his alphanumeric

seedling designations. If most hybridizers did this, 
it would create only a slight increase in print volume 
and give other hybridizers useful information. Calling 
a seedling from a cross only A, B, C, etc. conveys 
minimal information. Furthermore, I feel strongly 
that we should standardize the seedling designation 
with the clearly stated year of the cross followed by 
the cross number, then followed by optional seedling 
letter descriptors. Examples would be #2010-1-RDRE 
for cross # 1, a red rebloomer or #2010-7-BLSA/RDBD 
for cross #7, a blue space ager with red beards. 

My 1998 cross of ‘Rogue’ X ‘Dynamite’ produced 
our ‘Red Hot Mamma’ (D. Spoon, К. 2010) that got 
moved around the yard and did not bloom until 2009 
with five stalks, the tallest 32” with seven buds. Ginny 
and I were overjoyed when the first blossom showed 
a red self TB of Union Jack or Flag red color (46 A/B) 
with darker cardinal red (53A) bases and edges. We liked 
its modern formed flowers with arched falls, ruffles, 
and some lace. ‘Red 
Hot Mamma’ is the 
color of an historic 
red fire engine or 
the modern day red 


fire extinguishers 
in our kitchen. To 
have this intensely 


red color (Flag red 
at 46 A/B), ‘Red Hot 
Mamma's pollen 
parent ‘Dynamite’ 
had to have two or four doses of recessive tangerine 
factor so two (tt) could join with two (tt) doses of 
tangerine factor contributed by ‘Rogue’ for a resulting 
genotype of tttt. The tangerine factor and the pigment 
lycopene are only expressed as homozygous recessives 
(tttt). I believe that the lycopene plus the cardinal red 
anthocyanin pigments gave 'Red Hot Mamma' its 
flag red color. Pigment studies are planned to test this 
hypothesis. 

Over half of the American Iris Society 
registrations in 2008 and 2009 were from hybridizers 
in countries outside the USA. Irises offer hybridizers 
a complete palette of dazzling colors and color 
combinations with possibilities that go beyond our 
wildest imaginations. What a wonderful challenge it 
is to hybridize irises!

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Plant Maturity, 
Temperature, and Rebloom

THE SUMMER REBLOOMERS HAVE PUZZLED ME FOR A LONG TIME. While 
photoperiod or the amount of daylight perceived by a plant triggers flowering 
in most plant species, the summer rebloomers obviously don't follow this 
environmental clue. Even more puzzling was the different bloom times of the 
same cultivars in different climates. The marker plant for this data is the well 
known summer rebloomer ‘Immortality’ (Zurbrigg 1982). ‘Immortality’ is 
a widely grown, reliable rebloomer, and there are good reports of when and 
where it reblooms. 

For me, in the colder part of southern Ontario, rebloom on ‘Immortality’ 
usually occurs somewhere between late August and mid-September. Spring 
bloom is usually early June, along with the other summer rebloomers, and 
about a week before the rest of the TBs start. This early start of the summer 
rebloomers is a regularly reported phenomenon with a few rare exceptions. 
If the trigger for rebloom was photoperiod, then it would be expected that 
rebloom would be very late, the reverse of their early spring bloom. 

With fall cyclic rebloomers the rebloom is in the reverse order of spring 
bloom. That is, the earlier in spring they normally bloom, the later in fall they 
rebloom. The spring sequence is first MDB, followed by SDBs, IBs, then TBs 
along with BBs and MTBs. The fall is the opposite. First rebloom is on talls, 
along with MTB and BB rebloomers, followed by the IBs, then the SDBs. 
Usually, that is the end of rebloom here as most SDB cyclic rebloomers will 
open only a few days before a hard frost, and MDB cyclic rebloomers never 
get a chance. Actually, there usually is a frost or two early in SDB rebloom 
that damages flowers (and puts an end to TB and IB rebloom), but after a 
couple of frost free warm days, the SDBs put out new blooms often showing 
no sign of frost damage. If any of the TBs put out further blooms, they are 
badly frost damaged. At times there are cyclic rebloomers that bloom earlier, 
but every time I have seen this it would appear to be a primary fan that for 
some reason missed blooming in spring, not a new increase. The fall cyclic 
rebloom would appear to be waiting for the correct day length to trigger fall 
bloom. 

Initially, it would appear that plant maturity by itself is enough to trigger 
rebloom on summer rebloomers, and I looked for this, but it didn't seem to be 
enough. Often the fans of the summer rebloomer plants would look mature for 
a long time before they summer bloomed. I started looking at my temperature 
records to see if there was a pattern. Indeed, rebloom followed about 14-18 
days after a period of minimum nighttime temperatures of five days above 15°C 
(59°F) in a row. This was checked over several seasons and it appeared to be the 
same pattern every year. When I checked via Internet groups with other people, 
it would seem that other factors were in play. In warmer climates, it would seem 
that rebloom on ‘Immortality’ occurred as the temperature cooled off, having 


several nights in a row below about 22°C (71.6°F). Of 
note, this is air temperature, not soil temperature. Terry 
Aitken (personal communication) feels that it is ground 
temperature that is important. It actually may be that both 
are contributing, probably combining factors. The growing 
point (referred to scientifically as the apical meristem) 
is located just above the top of the rhizome. While the 
growing point is in the air, it is just above the surface of the 
soil and the rhizome itself would be at ground temperature. 

Why this is relevant and important is that before an iris 
blooms, a process has to occur whereby the growing tip (apical 
meristem) changes from producing leaves to producing 
flowering parts, otherwise known as bud formation. This 
process is known to occur sometime in late summer to early 
fall. Once this change has occurred, the plant can no longer 
produce leaves, only a flower and associated flower parts. As 
far as I can tell, there have only been three studies of this in 
bearded iris (Kosugi et al., 1967; Mega, 1952; and Kramer, 
1932). They have found flower bud differentiation at different 
times of the year. The German study (Kramer) indicated that 
this occurred in June, Mega indicated September, and Kosugi 
indicated it was late August. These were all field studies, so 
the conditions triggering bud set were not controlled but 
left to Mother Nature. A modern study would use growth 
chambers where the growing conditions could be controlled 
and the specific triggers identified. Based on the differences, 
I would suspect that maturity of rhizome by itself is not 
enough. The rhizomes would reach maturity sooner in 
Japan, as the studies would indicate that they had warmer 
growing conditions than the German study. The trigger 
would need to involve maturity of rhizomes to some extent, 
since irises don’t regularly bloom in summer. If mature 
rhizomes had flower bud set, then the plant would not be 
mature enough in spring but be mature later in season and 
hence, summer bloom. Maturity is not enough by itself as 
the flower bud set would occur much earlier in Japan. It is 
not likely to be a photoperiod trigger as, again, it would not 
show such a disparity between Germany and Japan. This 
leaves temperature as a likely candidate. In the 1966 Japanese 
study, the ambient day time temperature was 26°C (78.8°F), 
and thus the trigger would not likely be daytime temperature. 
This leaves night temperature (or soil temperature) as the 
likely trigger or at least the most substantial trigger. 

What seems to be happening with the summer 
rebloomers is that the plants go directly from bud set 
to flowering without need for either vernalization or 
photoperiod trigger. Thus the triggers for summer rebloom 


would seem to be the triggering of bud set. Bud set occurs 
not only in certain temperatures but also at plant maturity. 
So the next question is how do we measure plant maturity? 
One method of measuring plant maturity at bloom is leaf 
count, which turned out to be a very accurate measurement. 
So far it appears that each cultivar has its own leaf count 
at bloom time, regardless of where it is grown. Different 
cultivars have different leaf counts at bloom time. This can 
be a bit tricky to determine, but a few pointers will help. 

Mature leaf count includes ALL leaves produced by the 
fan, green leaves and dead leaves, as well as those cleaned off 
the plant. If you haven’t cleaned a plant during the season, 
then you can count the dead leaves and green leaves. As 
the rebloom is on a fan that is new for the year, this will 
work well if the garden hasn’t been cleaned up during the 
season. If it has, then you can count the leaves that have 
been removed by the “leaf rings” on the rhizome. Each 
leaf actually encompasses the full top of the rhizome, and 
when removed leaves a leaf scar. These scars can be easily 
counted, so then the count includes leaf scars plus green 
leaves. The last leaf produced before bloom is actually on 
the flower stalk, but you don't see that until the flower stalk 
is visible. When this last leaf emerges from the fan, it has a 
“pregnancy hook" at the leaf tip. This hook is actually a 
better sign of an impending bloom then feeling the base of 
the fan. I first learned of this from Lloyd Zurbrigg. 


A second and more important fact for 
hybridizing is that the lower the leaf count 
trigger for rebloom (all other factors 
equal), the earlier you will get rebloom, 
and the more likely it is that the plant will 
rebloom in any given climate. 


Leaf counts provide us with some useful information. 
First, if the plant is not mature, it won't rebloom. Thus the 
old adage of water and feeding during summer carries a lot 
of weight. This extra growth means that you have more 
mature fans ready to respond to the temperature triggers 
for summer rebloomers and for the photoperiod triggers 
for the fall cyclic rebloomers. And of course, the more 
mature plants you have on the “whenever” rebloomers, 
the more rebloom you will have, so feed and water. 
Supplemental light will also result in more growth and 
thus more rebloom. This is why plants in a front garden by 
a street light rebloom better then those in a back garden. 

A second and more important fact for hybridizing is

(59*F) in cooler regions. 


In warmer regions rebloom on ‘Immortality’ occurred after having several nights in a row below about 22°C (76.6*F). 
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that the lower the leaf count trigger for rebloom (all other 
factors equal), the earlier you will get rebloom, and the 
more likely it is that the plant will rebloom in any given 
climate. Thus for selecting for breeding, it is best to select 
low leaf count plants for breeding. Fast-maturing plants 
will also have an extra advantage. Using this information 
I have noted that the seedlings that rebloom the earliest 
from a cross are those that have the lowest leaf count. A 
couple of other reblooming hybridizers have done a leaf 
count on their seedlings and found the same thing. To 
recap, for hybridizing, be sure at least one of the plants 
has a low leaf count trigger. 

A mature plant will often not show its full leaf count 
before rebloom is triggered by temperature. This past 
summer I kept a close watch on ‘Immortality’ and “Queen 
Dorothy’ (Hall 1984) (always the first summer rebloomers 
to bloom here). The fans just sat there for the longest 
time, looking like they had about 8-9 leaves. Of course, 
the plants had the other leaves developed but hidden. The 
plant couldn’t progress with growth until the flower bud 
was formed, allowing the last few leaves to mature. An 
interesting observation was that following three days of a 
nighttime minimum above 15°C (59°F), ‘Queen Dorothy’ 
initiated rebloom. It was several weeks after this that I got 
six days ina row above 15°С (59°F), and then ‘Immortality’ 
was triggered into rebloom, followed quickly by other 
summer rebloomers. This suggests that different cultivars 
have different temperature needs to initiate bud set. 

Pm including a chart of some of my observations from 
last fall’s rebloom season. There is the need for further 
observations given the newness of this information. 
Hopefully, others will do leaf counts and disseminate 
their information. 

Additionally, I have noted that as rebloom was 
triggered on summer rebloomers, there was also a sharp 
increase in growth of the daughter rhizomes. It seemed 
to correspond with the bud set. This has implications for 
iris grown in colder and hotter climates. In both climates, 
there are reports of plants just dwindling away over time 
after an initial good year. The flower bud and increases 
on a first year plant have been set in the garden of origin. 
Subsequently, bud set and increases need to be set in 
the garden it is grown in. Thus, if in cold climates, the 
minimum temperature is not high enough, the plant will 
not have bud set and increases sufficient to maintain the 
plant, and it will gradually fade away. It is the same in hot 
climates, but in reverse. That is, it won’t have cold enough 
night time minimums to initiate bud set and increases 
before daylight is too short to maintain growth. In hot 
climates, I suspect supplemental light in late fall when 
night temperatures are between 15-22°С (59°-71.6°F) 
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could overcome this problem. Right now I have a number 
of volunteers from very cold climates (Canadian Prairies) 
who will engage in an experiment in testing this with a 
number of selected cultivars. It would be interesting to 
hear from growers in hot climates who would be willing 
to try supplemental light in fall to see if this makes a 
difference for them. Interestingly, there are cultivars that 
do well in both cold and hot climates. My own ‘Garden 
Bride’ (Chapman 1998) is an excellent example of this.

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Finding the Right 
Soil Conditions

I HAVE ALWAYS BEEN A GROWER OF PLANTS, ANDILIKE 
THOSE FLOWERS THAT ARE A BIT DIFFERENT. In 2000, I 
came across the website for the Aril Society International, 
which I joined in 2001. I placed an order with their 
annual plant sale, which consisted of a dozen arilbreds 
plus the species regelia, Г. stolonifera. I. stolonifera died 
that first year because I wasn't aware of the conditions it 
needed to survive. 

During the next eight years, I did a lot of research 
on the internet as well as bought several iris books, 
ordered back issues of the Aril Society International 
yearbooks, and talked to anyone who knew something 
about growing aril species and arilbreds. I soon began 
to become braver, ordering more arilbreds, some regelia 
species and hybrids, and even venturing to grow a few 
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of the hardier, pure oncocyclus species. Then I tried а 
new adventure—the process of forced germination via 
the cutting of seeds. When I began to have success with 
the germination of regelia and oncocyclus seeds and also 
started to add more OGB+ arilbreds, oncos, regelias, and 
RCs to my collection, I realized that these irises would 
have to be planted out someplace permanent rather than 
being kept in pots. I decided to build a large bed that 
consisted of the proper soil conditions which would 
ensure their survival. 

I had built two raised beds previously. One was 
twelve inches high with two, three-inch layers of sand 
applied and tilled into the native soil, then topped with 
a three-inch layer of large pea gravel. The second was 
raised five inches with a two-inch layer of crushed

This will not be tilled in. The sand is referred to as BD2. It has granules of varying sizes, from small to up to 3/4" 


diameter. 5 The final product. 
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Moline limestone tilled into the soil and topped with a 
two inch layer of the Moline limestone. My most recent 
plan consisted of building a large bed raised eight inches 
above the ground and framed with stack stones used for 
landscaping, then filling in this area with amended soil 
that would meet the growing conditions of these types 
of irises. 

First, I moved out all the existing plantings in that 
area then tilled and leveled the ground. Next, I built the 
raised wall of stack stones around the perimeter and let 
the tilled soil rest for one month. 

After letting the soil rest, I brought home three 
cubic yards of mixed sand and gravel, which I dumped 
in a pile on my property. I wheelbarrowed enough 
of the sand and gravel mix to the bed to place a two- 
inch layer on top of the previously tilled soil inside the 
raised walls and tilled that into the existing soil. I then 
added a second, two-inch layer of the sand and gravel 
mix to the top of that layer, added powdered dolomite 
lime on top of that, and tilled the area again. A third 
two-inch layer of the sand and gravel mix was added 
on top of that and leveled, at which point I let the soil 
sit for a week-and-a-half. Rain fell during that time, 
which helped the mix to settle. Having discovered that 
the amended soil drained well after the rain, I decided 
not to add an additional layer of pea gravel on top of 
the new bed. Good drainage is the key to the survival of 
these irises with more than one half aril blood, and the 
dolomite provides the calcium and magnesium elements 
the plants need. 

Meanwhile, I received orders of oncos, regelias, 
and OGB+ arilbreds which I planted into this new 
raised bed. Since I am increasing a number of OGB+ 
arilbreds for a European grower, I added those plants 
to the bed also. Finally, I added the regelia and onco 
species I imported from England and Canada, all of 
which have taken up about one third of the area in this 
new bed. The remaining two thirds of the area will be 
filled in the future with new additions of these types 
of irises. 

I could not be growing these irises without the 
information I gleaned from the ASI yearbooks, from 
The Iris by Brian Mathew, Iris by Fritz Kohlein, and 
from all the things I read in searching the Internet, 
e-robins, and forums. I also want to thank all the ASI 
members I have talked to over the years. I cannot 
list them all here but Pete McGrath, Ken Trimmer, 
Ken Walker, Bob Pries, Dr. James Waddick, Panayoti 
Kelaidis, Sharon McAllister, and my mentor Elm Jensen 
are some of them.
